STEAM COMMUNICATION. 

Tlio debate 011 Monday m llio aubjocl c 
steam comniuDicatioii wilb San Francisc 
wat unnnimoua in piinoiple, but veiy dis- 
ootdant in detail. There was first the idea 
of having a regular and continuous hIcrui 
communication extending uver n period ol 
three yoaw ; ll\on n propo.sition to grant a 
subsidy for one year ; and lastly llie proposal 
[0 eulcr into uu ariangoinuut tor six luuiillis. 
The first propoaitioa, however good in ihc 
abstract, was far boyobd the colony's onpa- 
oity, and coramillcd us to nil iinmonso outlay 
e.xtenJiiig over ;i very lengthened poriod. It 
might possibly bo lliat we would bo iiiiudi 
bettor prop.itod iio.xl ycnr tiiaii ihis, and het- 
ter again llio year following, llul if tlieio is 
oae ibiog vrbloii the tiistory of ucw countriufi 
teaches Us, it is to indulge in the fcwoxt 
possible flights into ibu distant luturc. Ii i^^ 
just as miBcliiovoiis t(i looU too Inv ahead iis 
not to louk ahead (;nouf;h. Tlie three ycari> 
arrani;oinunt was llicrolDro out 0! llio (lurslion 
The yearly sclioino was a litllo leas dnuj;ei- 
0U8, but it was still gnint; beyond the U'Kiti- 
mate limits. Talcing uvo trips a niniiih lor 
a year at 81500 a trip and we have ijiod.UOO 
a yeai — a sum, it is neoJIoss to eny, inuoh 
too large for the uiitioipatod rosulla ; ospti- 
oially when ihe same rcsiills eouM I'o 
obtained lor half Iho ligiiic. 'I'ho firsi Uiiee 
months from the time a stoomor would eom- 
menoe to run would really do the great ImlU 
of oni passenger trafKo. Long, iu faot, bi loi 
the expiration of the six months, the 
travel would bo roduood tp a very in6ij;nili- 
oant araouiit— an aniounl thul would not 
justify inoro than a tritln of tho pru[i'jried 
outlay. This ia a Hiiincioul ar[;umeul aj^ainsl 
extending tbo limo ior a year. By ooininii- 
tiog auoh a blonder wa should be plunging 
dnrselres into financial diflionlties right 
away ; for we do not believe we could allord 
under the most favorable ciroumstancpH no 
largo a --uiu as 83G,0fl0 for Htoam oomimuii- 
calion. Supposing we obtainoJ an iiimii- 
gration of llirae thousand, wu shouM be 
Tirlnally paying at the rate of twelve doling 
per head. The scheme cannot bp onier- 
tainedj and tho JEIouso of Assembly very 
properly ignored il. The last ol iho ihrec 
proposals, as we linvo al toady said, ii ilie 
wisest. It embraces iho shorlost ildc 
time wo could hope a company to connaci 
for; and answers the real urgency ol iho 
case. The idea bioogbt forward by tlie >np- 
porters of the yearly aoheme about ibe 
neoessHy of providiug return boats for immi- 
grants, whether the latter be miners, artM«iif, 
er agrioultoriats, bears on its face iis own 
refutation. We have a substantial advanlnge 
to set before the California miners, Buflioieot 
in itself to attract them 10 our shores. In ad> 
ditiOD to this we ondeaTor to supply ihcm 
witb the cheapest means of conveyance, We 
think when wc have done this, we have ilonu 
as mnob as can be expected and what iho 
interests ol the counlry dornnnd. J( miy 
nuiiiiier ol iDinera doairo to leavo V'iclori.i lor 
San Franoisco, we do not al iirosent prevciii 
them, nor shall wo next year ; but we tliiiik 
it would bo carrying philanthropy ruther tar 
to undertake to pay tbeir passages. I he 
whole scheme is a libel upon the country ; 
■ for it eays, as plainly as .speech can make it, 
that wc have not tho moans to letain a p"pu- 
latioii in tho counlry — and that any ihtlnx 
must necessarily be a transient one. 

We dwell more particularly on this Mjb- 
ject, because wo see tho Ezeoutive has ad., 
verlised for tenders to some extent at varionce 
with tho wislios of the House. It i? 110 
donbt as well to glean all the laforiuation we 
can on the matter — to uscorlain how iiiiu li 
a yearly sehemo would oust .15 well in a I .lil 
yearly, and a twice u month as well as three 
times a mouth communication ; bfit we lliink 
it was only complicating matters introducing 
other terms into tho tenders. Wo are (|niio 
ready to give the Kxeeuiive credit for its 
promptness, but we cannot holp tlnnkint; 'h.u 
tho suggestion of Dr. lli:lMi(;l(cn in rofcjienee 
to the whole matter being disoussed in sccmm 
until a deGnlto eonolusion bad been arrived 
at was tbo wisest in the end. At all evuius, 
we hope that the notice which is advertised 
lo>day will be telegraphed to San Franoisco; 
so that conipiiuies who have pot boats laryc 
enough and bwift enough (or ihc pcrforinunec 
of tho service may got proper notification.
